Since 
you are so good as to give me the pot, Pll: just carry 
it home with me in my hand. I’m so much taken 
with it, indeed, that I would really preferyearrying it 
myself.” After much altercation between the minis- 

ter and the widow on this delicate point of politeness, 
it was agreed that he should carry home the pot him- 
self. 

Off then he trudged, bearing this curious little culi- 

nary article, alternately in his hand and under his 
arm, as scemed most convenient to him. Unfortu- 
nately, the day was warm, the way long, the minister 
fat; so that he became heartily tired of his burden 
before he got half way home. Under these distress-

A VISIT TO PATERSON. 


“Who has not been delighted with the clockwork moyements 
ofa large cotton manufactory ?’—Henry Clay. 


Having oecasion to visit Paterson on Thursday, 
we were pleased to find our friends in that busy town 
in high spirits with regard to the coming election. 
It is known with ‘certainty that many working men 
have since the last election discovered that their 
true interest lies in supporting the patriotic mea- 
sures of the President with regard to the currency, 
and it is confidently expected that the majority in 
Paterson (heretofore Bank) will be reversed, and that 
the Bank majority in the county (which at the last 
election was 1600) will at least be greatly diminished. 

It was our first visit to Paterson, and we found, as 


we were propsred tm ovpect, a place indicating great 
poverty in the mass of its inhabitants, and great 


wealth among a few, as in all manufacturing towns. 
Ite houses and gardens will not bear a comparison in 
point of neatness, comfort, and convenience with 
the western villages of New York, the cause being, 
no doubt, the limited means of the useful classes, 
and the time they are obliged to occupy in procuring 
the means of existence. 

It is some relief, however, from the reflections 
which must occupy every contemplative mind on a 
first visit to Paterson, arising from a state of things 
in which those whose ingenuity has rendered their 
labor a hundred times more available, are yet com. 
pelled to toil more and enjoy less than before they so 
wonderfully increased their powers of production; it 
is some relief from the reflections which must natu- 
rally occur on contemplating such a state of things, 
to take asurvey of the romantic scenery adjacent to 
this factory village. ‘Those who take such a survey 
will not be at a loss to perceive that the immense 
water power which has called Paterson into exist. 
ence is owing to some wonderful convulsion of na- 
ture, to all appearance many thousands of years ago, 
which has entirely changed the course of a noble 
river, and formed the celebrated Falls of the Passaic. 
It is well worth an early rise (which was all it cos, 
us) to take a view from the spot where the fool-hardy 
Sam Patch used to take his seventy feet jumps, and 
to look into the frightful chasms which have proved 
fatal to a half a dozen individuals, through their 
carelessness or daring: the few minutes, however, 
which we had to spare among this romantic scenery 
precludes us from giving a description which would 
be of any interest of what has becn so often and so 
well described.

Poranp.—After more tvan a lapse of twelve 
months, the Extraordinary Trivonal at Warsaw- 
composed partly of Russian Generals and partly of 
Polish Magistrates, instituted for the purpose of try, 
ing the princifatactors in the Polish Revolutien, has 
at length come toa final judgment. The members 
of the Government of the Five are all condemned to 
death, without excepting even the Generalissimo 
Skrzynecki, who only formed part of the @ouncil on 
extraordinary occasions. The second Generalissimo, 
Prince Michael Radziwill, is not included. This in- 
dulgence is attributed to the intercession of the 
Court of Prussia, to which the family of the Prince 
js allied. Of all the members of the Government 
affected by this judgment, the venerable Vincent 
Niemojowski isthe only one remaining in Poland, 
the others having taken refuge in foreign countrics. 
After the publication of the judgment, the Lievten- 
ant General of the Kingdom, Prinee Paskewitsch, 
had Niemojowski brought before him loaded with 
chains, and recommended him to implore the clem- 
ency of the Emperor, but the noble-minded old man 
rejected the counsel. The Lieutenant General, how- 
ever, has demanded his pardoa of the Emperor, at- 
tributing the obstinacy of Niem:jowskito mental 
alienation, the consequences of ‘he sufferings he had 
undergone during hisconfinement in his dungeon, 
The same judgment also condemns to death all who 
filled public offices before the revolution, and after- 
wards took part in the Regency of Zakroezym. This 
class is very numerous, as they have included in it 
all the Deputies as Public Functionaries. The mode 
of execution varies according to the degree of culpa- 
bility. Some are to be decapitated, and others are 
tobe gibbited, and the judges have carried their bar- 
barity sofaras to order that the execution of the 
young men who gave the first signal of the revolution 
by attacking the Palace of Belvidere, shall be preced- 
ed by mutilation. Prince Czartorysky, Messrs. Mo- 
rausky and Barsikowsky, are condemned to death, 
as well as Niemojowsky, as Members of the Govern- 
ment of the Five.
